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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is responsive to amendment filed on 07/1 1/201 1 . 

Response to Amendment 

The Examiner has acknowledged the amended claims 1 - 3, 1 1 - 1 5, 1 7, 1 9, and 
20-23. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed on 07/1 1/201 1 , with respect to the 
35 U.S.C. 112 second and sixth paragraph, the 102 and 103 rejections of claims 1 - 30 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 - 30 has been 
withdrawn. However, the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection is maintained. 

Regarding Applicants' argument (page 9), that Applicants disavow that portion of 
the scope of computer readable medium Claims 21-30 that would otherwise cover 
transitory signals. Claim scope covering other forms of computer readable media 
(besides transitory signals) that allow Claims 21-30 to meet the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 101 is not intended to be disavowed by the statements herein. Therefore the 
rejection of Claims 21-30 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 has been overcome. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicants' assertion as far as the 
medium is concerned. Therefore, the 101 rejection is maintained. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Based on Applicants' disclosure (paragraph 
[0228]), it is found that the "computer readable medium" covers both forms of non- 
transitory media and transitory propagating signals per se. Thus, claim 21 non-statutory 
at least for the reasons that they include, as a whole, a "signal" that does not fall into 
any statutory category of invention under 35 U.S.C. 101 and non-functional printed 
matter in the form of a "literary work". 

It is suggested to amend the claim as follows: A "non-transitory computer 
readable storage medium "— ; or a "computer readable storage device "; a 
"computer readable storage memory "; or enter after medium (line 2) — , wherein the 
medium is not signal, — in order to direct the claims to statutory subject matter. Also 
the computer program product needs to be stored on the medium. 

Claims 22 - 30 are necessarily rejected as being dependent upon the rejection of 
claim 21 .
